As illegal asylum seekers pour into the EU, we have to ask... 
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Illegal immigration into European Union countries is 
soaring, and the new arrivals favour Britain as the soft- 
est touch of all. Illegal immigration into the EU has 
gone up more than ten times since 1993, and the flood 
is getting stronger all the time. 


EU figures show that 
500,000 illegals poured in 
last year alone, up from a 
‘mere’ 40,000 as recently as 
1993. And at every point of 
entry, police and border 
guards admit that the num- 
bers just go on growing. 

® In MOROCCO, African 
immigrants wait for their 
chance to board the small 
boats that ferry them across 
the nine miles of sea to 
Spain. 15,000 were arrested 
last year, four times as many 
as in 1999, 

@ In TURKEY, immigrants 
from all over Asia and the 
Middle East crowd the 
Laleli quarter of Istanbul. 
Smuggling gangs make a 
fortune arranging for pas- 
sages to Western Europe 


and selling passports. Prices 
range from $250 for an Iranian 
one ($350 with your own photo 
and a forged official stamp in it) 
to $9,000 for a Danish one. The 
number of illegals captured in 
Turkey jumped from 28,439 in 
1997 to 47,518 in 1999, 40,245 
were caught in just the first six 
months of last year. 

@® In former YUGOSLAVIA, 
criminal gangs pack ‘refugees’ 
from all over the Balkans and 
much further afield into lorries 
and onto trains and planes for 
the journey west. 

More than 24,000 Iranians 
and Turks poured into Bosnia 
alone in just the first ten months 
of last year. 

Most posed as tourists, but 
only 1,000 went home — the rest 
all headed west! Meanwhile, 


huge numbers of Chinese enter 
Europe through Serbia, where 
the authorities encouraged Chi- 
nese immigration back in Com- 
munist times. 

And the same is going on 
every day on the German/Polish 
border and at airports from 
Heathrow to Heisinki. Rome, 
Gatwick, Dublin, Berlin, Paris — 
every major airport in the EU 
gets its daily share of ‘asylum 
seekers.’ 

With a disproportionate 
number of the illegal immigrants 
who get into Europe keen to get 
to the generous benefits avail- 
able in Britain, this means that 
there is an inexhaustible flood of 
foreigners literally queuing up to 
get into our country. 

The bottom line is this: They’ ll 
keep coming until Britain sim- 
ply ceases to be British — or until 
the British people say ‘Stop!’ 
and turn to the only party which 
will take any notice of what or- 
dinary voters want: The British 
National Party. | 


Blacks ‘to be 
the majority’

BRITAIN is heading towards a 
majority black and ethnic popu- 


lation, it was claimed yesterday. 


Operation Black Vote, which 
researches the ethnic mix in UK 
cities, said it would take at least 
50 years before any significant 
shift, but it was inevitable. 

Black and ethnic minority 
people currently make up around 
seven per cent of the population. 

Ashok Viswanathan, spokesman 
for Operation Black Vote, said: 
“The shift is inevitable and should 
be celebrated. Britain is only Cool 
Britannia because of the contri- 
bution of multi-ethnic groups.” 

The research follows predictions 
that Birmingham and Leicester 
would be the first cities with 
majority non-white populations.

JANUARY ist was the 
200th Birthday of the 
United Kingdom and the 
Union Flag. But, despite 
Tony Blair’s appointment 
of a “Minister for Patriot- 
ism,” the anniversary 
went completely unno- 
ticed.

Britain acted as the 
catspaw of greedy inter- 
national financiers. 

But for all that, Britain

More than that, it’s our 
nation, the one our fore- 
bears sweated to build 
and died to preserve.

A Vauxhall worker explains that there’s worse to come as foreign owners butcher another British car company 


The shock announcement that 
the American owners of Vaux- 
hall are ending car production 
at Luton is another nail in the 
coffin of the British motor in- 
dustry. More than 500 work- 
ers at the plant face the axe 
this March, with all the rest 
due for the scrap heap by 
March 2002. 

Contrary to the impression 
given by General Motors spin 
doctors and the Tory press, 
Vauxhall Luton is actually a very 
productive plant. The figures that 
Suggest it’s not are cooked be- 
cause the time spent on each car 
by large numbers of outsourced 


“May Ist 1997 really was the 
start of a different era....Mr 


Blair’s arrival at number Ten, 
choreographed in every detail 
by Labour Party Officials, was 
the first example in British his- 
tory of a fake spontaneous dem- 
onstration. Labour Party HQ 
staff and their families, issued

department) is counted when 
working out how long it takes to 
make a car there. Many competi- 
tors, however, don’t count out- 
workers’ time, so their plants 
appear more productive than 
they really are. 

Luton Vauxhall profits last year 
were nearly 50 per cent up on 
the previous year, and the plant 
has been consistently profitable 
for years now, except when the 
figures have been skewed by 
heavy reinvestment. This was 
why workers at the plant believed 
boss Nick Reilly just two months 
ago when he promised them jobs 


were, in effect, Government 
employees: deputies whose job 
was to represent the state to the 
people rather than the other way 
round. 

“This came soon after close aides 
of the PM had been appointed to 
high office in the Civil Service, 
ending in seconds a century of 
neutrality. 

“In a few short months, they had 
held referenda in Scotland, Wales 
and London, establishing new 
tiers of government. 

“Because these changes were ap- 
proved by referendum, Parlia- 
ment could not repeal them. An- 
other principle of the constitution, 
that no one government could 
commit its successors, was de- 
stroyed. Worse still, these were 
held without the rules of fairness 
long established in General Elec- 
tions. The government used tax- 
payers’ money to urge people to 
vote in favour, and the broadcast- 
ing organisations were not 
obliged to give equal time to both 
sides. 

“The (sell-out of) Ulster opera- 
tion was in many ways a dress- 


for at least nine years.-And it’s 
why we feel so bitterly betrayed 
by the company and the govern- 
ment now we face the dole. 
Grown men were crying here on 
the Tuesday that the closure was 
announced, and most of the lo- 
cal middle managers didn’t come 
into work for two days because 
they were gutted as well — and 
because any attempt to make us 
work that day would have led to 
a riot!

Former Black Panther leader 
Jesse Jackson admitted in a No- 
vember, 1969 “Life” magazine 
interview that when he worked 
as a waiter in a Greenville, South 
Carolina hotel he spat into the 
soups and salads of White cus- 
tomers. 

{Spitting into the food] gave me 
a psychological gratification,” 
Jackson said. During his early 
years in the communist civil 
rights movement Jackson often 
repeated this story to audiences. 
In fact the New York “Times” in 
a July, 1972 article, said: “Jesse 
would spit into their soup or salad 


before he brought it to the ta- 
ble, and watch with enjoyment 
as Whites ate gobs of saliva as- 
though it were, say, oil and vin- 
egar dressing.” Jackson’s for- 
merly self-professed behavior 
as a waiter reflects his con- 
tempt for Whites. When he 
was an adolescent he often 
made fun of Whites, recalls 
Horace Nash, a classmate of 
Jackson’s in Greenville. “He 
[Jackson] made up foolish 
jokes about Whites, about how 
stupid they were,” remembers 
Nash. 

“He used to turn things around, 
and he actually looked down 
on White people.” As a self- 
professed preacher Jackson 
sometimes delivers sermons on 
the legacy of slavery, and many 
of his campaign speeches are 
laced with strong racist over- 
tones. Not suprising, the lib- 
eral media gave Jesse Jackson 
his own talk-show on CNN 
and he is seated at the right- 
hand of Bill Clinton.

cluding the fact that Prozac 
has “significant side effects,” 
including akathisia, a severe 
form of agitation.

AN EXTREME right-wing 
group is preparing to target 
Aldershot and Farnborough as 
part of a recruitment drive. 

John Griffin, chairman of the 
British National Party. confirmed 
this week that his party plans to field 
candidates for Rushmoor Council in 
the 2002 elections. ~ 

He said the towns were “nice and 
fertile” — but the move has been 
condemned by local politicians who 
brand the party “dangerous Nazis”. 

The news follows a show of 
strength last weekend in which ten 
local BNP. members passed out 
leaflets and donned Union flags in 
Aldershot town centre. 

Stunned shoppers were handed 
leaflets which implied the British 
establishment is in cahoots with a 
national paedophile ring “as ‘well 
organised as the Mafia”. 

One passer-by. office worker John 
Greenstein, said: “To be honest I 
found it a bit extreme. At first ] didn't 

even know who they were — | just 
took the leaflets and stuffed them in 
my pocket. 

“It was only later that I realised 
what was happening. I asked one of 
them why they were in Aldershot and 
he told me there was strong backing 
here for the BNP.” 

. Mr Griffin said support for his 
party had been steadily growing in 
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the area for some time. adding that it 
was a popular place for people 
moving out of London — where the 
BNP has some of its strongest 
support. 

But he denied that the prosecution 
of London nailbomber David 
Copeland. who grew up in Yateley 
and lived in Farnborough, was a 
factor in the increase in 
sympathisers. 

Copeland’ BNP links were well 
publicised during his four-week 
murder trial at the Old Bailey in 
June, yet Mr Griffin was quick to 
disassociate himself with the 23- 
year-old. 

“We condemn him — he is 
nothing to do with us,” he said. 

But Rushmoor’s Labour leader 
Coun Andy Straker was just as 
emphatic as he declared: “As far as I 
know there is no interest in their filth 
around here. so ] suggest they don’t 
bother coming down. 

“We've got a good community 
where people are happy to live side 
by side, and that’s how we want to 
keep it. 

“The BNP is dangerous, because 
no matter what they say about being 
democratic, violence still follows 
them wherever they go. But |] 
wouldn't say there is any danger of 
them winning a seat here. even if they 
do find a candidate.”

Coun Straker added: “We don’t 
want Nazis here. We are talking 
about the home of the British Army 
— these people fought against 
Nazism in the war.” 

Liberal Democrat councillor 
Charlie  Fraser-Fieming said 
extreme opinions were a fact of life. 
but also predicted the party would 
fail in Rushmoor. f 

He said: “They've not been 
successful here in the past. but if they 
want to come and trv again | only 
hope the people will show thev don’t 
want these sort of extremist views 
put into a position of authority in a 
council chamber.”
